On nomination of the Presiding Elders, J. R. Dickerson 
was put on the Board of Church Extension in the place of J. 
C. Hooks; M. K. Erwin on the Epworth League Board in the 
place of W. A. Swift; S C. Dean on the Board of Education 
in the place of Prank Barrett; C. C. Godden, on the Commit- 
tee of the Pourth Year in the place of Barnett Wright. The 
Presiding Elders also nominated the Annual Committees, 
and they were elected. (See list). 

The time for meeting of the Conference was fixed at 8:30 
a. m. and the time for adjournment at 11:45 a. m. The bar 
of the Conference was made to include the entire auditorium. 

Communications were received from the Laymen’s 
Movement, The Anti-Saloon League, The Department of 
Ministerial Supply and Training, The Board of Chuich Ex- 
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tension, The Publishing House, The Board of Trustees, The 
Sunday School Board, The Epworbh League Board, and The 
Coi-respondence School. 

J. M. Workman was granted a leave of absence from the 
Thursday’s session. 

Question 22 was called. Are all the preachers blameless 
in their life and official administration? The names of T. D. 
Scott and R. W. McKay were called and their characters 
passed. 

The name of Alonzo Monk, Presiding Elder of the Little 
Rock District, called. It was answered “notning against 
him” as to 1 is moral character, but the Bishop read charges 
of mal-administration against Dr. Monk coming from certain 
members of 28th Street M. E. Church, South, Little Rock. 
He also read the law in the case. P. C. Fletcher moved the 
passage of Dr. Monk’s character, the motion was seconded. 
Dr. Monk made his statement of the case. A. Turnentine, 
A. C. Millar and Alexander Crawford made statements. The 
time was extended and Waring Sherwood, one of the sign- 
ers of the bill of charges, was given privilege on the floor. 
He asked for the appointment of a committee to take under 
consideration the bill of charges. R. W. McKay moved that 
the Chair appoint a committee of three to hear the state- 
ments of Dr. Monk and his accusers, and to report to this 
Conference their findings for final action. A. M. Shaw made 
a motion, which was seconded, to table the motion of R. W. 
McKay; but his motion was lost. The motion of R. W. Mc-

jections to the appointment of such a committee to be made 
a matter of record, and insisted that the matter be investi- 
gated in open Conference.

The motion was sec- 
onded and prevailed. By vote, the Conference refused to 
request the appointment of the committee. called for in R. W. 
McKay’s motion. 

Several members spoke to the original motion for the 
passage of Dr. Monk’s character. Pending the question of 
the passage of Dr. Monk’s character, a motion was made that 
we adjourn until 2 p. m., when we should meet for the fur- 
ther consideration of the case, and the motion w^as adopted. 

Announcements were made and Conference adjourned 
at 12:10.

BOARD OF MISSIONS 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren;-— We, your Board of Missions, be^ leave to report 
as follows: 

On representation of our Presiding Riders we find that our Mission 
charges have done reasonably well during the year. 

In the judgment of }^our board it is highly important and worth 
while for us to seek to cultivate a closer relation of sympathy and helpful- 
ness between the strong charges and the Mission charges in our cities, so 
that your board may have a larger amount with which to develop the ru- 
ral sections of our Conference. 

The Little Rock Conference Epworth Leagues are to turn over to us 
a fund of $750 to be administered under the rules of our board to support 
a Home Missionary in some unoccupied territory in our Conference which 
shall be elected by our Conference Missionary Secretary, the said Mission- 
ary to be appointed by the Bishop. 

The board had before it a full report from Dr. W W Pinson, Secre- 
tary of the General Board of Missions, which was read and carefully con- 
sidered. 

Dr. Kd F Cook, Assistant Secretary of the General Board, was pres- 
ent and elaborated the policy and methods of the General Board. It is the 
purpose of your board to come into the closest relation to the general 
board, and to fall in line with its policies. 

We are overwhelmingly impressed with the greatness of the oppor- 
tunity 'as well as the greatness of the problems of Missions. 

We most earnestlv urge a vigorous campaign in the interest of Mis- 
sionary intelligence. Let our charges be flooded with Missionary Litera- 
ture. The every member canvass will afford a fine medium for enlighten- 
ing our people on Missions as well as to promote systematic giving to 
Missions. Let our pastors diligently circulate the Missionary Voice. 

We urge the adoption of the slogan, 50 cents per member for Mis- 
sions the coming year. 

Your board will send representa' ives to the Missionary Leaders’ 
Conference and the mid winter institute to be held at our Methodist 
Training School in Nashville, Tenn. 

We recommend the appointment of Forney Hutchinson as Confer- 
ence Missionary Secretary. 

Our. Treasurer, Mr. R M Mann’s books were audited and found cor- 
rect and neatly kept. 

A motion was adopted by your board that the Presiding Riders do 
not share in the appropriations made to the Missionary charges. 

On motion it was declared that the policy of your board shall be to 
make appropriations definitely to the several Missions of the Conference 
and that the Missionaries be paid at the close of each month through the 
Presiding Elder, and that the Missionaries make quarterly reports on 
blanks furnished them by the Board.

To the Bishop and Merabers of the Little Rock Annual Conference:' 

We, your Board of Education, respectfully submit the following le- 

port: 

From the Secretary of the General Board we have the communica- 
tion revealing satisfactory progress and encouraging prospects in which 
we feel gratification, as we are partakers of the general work and we ap- 
prove the plans of the General Board. 

HENDRIX COEEEGE 

We are glad to receive from the President of this Institution, Rev. 
A C Millar, information that the College enjoys increased patronage; in- 
deed the largest in its histor}", and that the work of this institution seems 
to be in the most satisfactory condition and we rejoice in the President’s 
expression of satisfaction of the teaching force and student body. 

We recommend 1st that P D English, Rev J H Riggin, L B Leigh and 
A C Curtis be elected to succeed themselves as trustees of this institution. 
Second, that Rev James Thomas be reappointed by the Bishop as Commis- 
s'oner of Education. Third, that we request th“ Bishop to appoint Rev A 
C Millar, President of Hendrix College and C J Greene, Professor. Fourth, 
that we recommend the assessment of $1,500 to said institution. 

GAEDOWAY COEEEGE 

We have a very full and gratifying report from the President of Gal- 
loway College, stating the fact that there is a full attendance, a satisfacto- 
ry teaching force and a spendid body of students, and convincing us that 
the Church must rally immediately to this institution of learning that it 
may be prepared to do the most thorough work in the education of our 
daughters. We recommend an assessment of $1,000 to assist them in this 
splendid work and assure them of our hearty sympathy. 

HENDERSON-BROWN COEEEGE 

We have report of president of Henderson -Brown College, making a 
most gratifying statement in regard to its condition, its work and pros- 
pects, at the same time not without great needs. We are glad to note 
that it has a full attendance and strong teaching force. 

We recommend first that it be allowed to continue a financial agent 
in the field as during the past year and the Bishop is requested to appoint 
such agent. 

We recommend that Hon. T M Mehaffey, Rev A O Evans, W E 
Barkman and Hon J H Hinemon be elected as trustees to succeed them- 
selves, and that Capt R W Huie, Sr, be elected to take the place of Hon H 
L Remmel, resigned.

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We recommend an assessment of $1,500 for Henderson-Brown Col- 
lege. 

We fu»ther recommend that the name of Henderson College be of- 
ficially changed to Henderson -Brown College and that the charter be so 
amended as to conform with the laws of the Church and State. 

We commend Dr Geo H Crowell and the excellent w^ork which he 
is doing for this College, and recommend that the Bishop appoint him to 
continue as its President. 

CI.ARY TRAINING SCHOOI^ 

The rep>ort of this Training School presented by the Principal, A M 
McCain, reveals the fact that we have an excellent institution here if en- 
‘ couraged and strengthened by the members of. this Conference, and we 
take pleasure in endorsing this school to our people. We further recom- 
mend that owing to the present indebtedness of $3, COO upon this institu- 
tion, which debt is secured by a mortgage, and owing to the fact that the 
building has been destroyed more than once and each time being rebuilt 
by the citizenship of Fordyce and they are feeling an imperative need of 
assistance from the outside, the appointment of some one by the local 
board to raise this amount of indebtedness. 

The boar'l further recommends that W C Watson be elected Confer- 
ence Secretary of Bducation. Second, that W C Watson and R W Huie, 
Jr be elected delegates to the educational meeting to be held in Nashville, 
Tenn., at an early day. 

We also recommend that the property of the Mena-Hendrix Acade- 
my located at Mena, Arkansas, be given into the custody of the local 
Church Board to hold and to rent until such time that we may see proper 
to otherwise dispose of it. We further recommend that an assessment of 
$50.00 be made for the Vanderbilt Theological Institute.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren:— We, your Board of Church Extension, respectfully 
submit this our report: 

The report of the Parent Board shows some very interesting facts. Dur- 
ing the 29 years of its history, aid had been given 8,062 church buildings, 
almost one-half of the total number owned by the Church. This means 
that Church Extension has to its credit more than 5 1-3 churches for every 
week of the 29 years of its existence. The total amount thus invested is 
$3,043,065.11, or an average of $378 to each church aided. 
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Within our own Conference there are 438 church buildings and of 
this number 227 have Church Extension money in them; and our home- 
less congregations number 76. 

It is the purpose of your Conference Board to adhere closely to the 
policy suggested by the General Board. Hence the board regards it as 
unwise to assist by donations in building houses to cost more than $1,000 
and it will not do so in the future except in cases where it may judge the 
necessities of the applicants imperative. 

It is further the policy of this board that no donations shall be made 
to any church upon which there is a lien or mortgage, except upon condi- 
tion that such aid will remove the lien or mortgage and deliver the prop- 
erty into the hands of regularly appointed trustees. 

Furthermore no application for aid will be considered by the board 
in the future unless drawn up in correct form as required by the law of 
the Church.

The amount collected for Church Extension in the Little Rock Con- 
ference for 1911 is $3,982, of which amount $3,914 was received from the 
Conference Treasurer; $12 fram W H Hansford, for Malvern Circuit; $12 
from M K Irwin for Mena Station; $40 from J A Henderson for Dermott 
and Portland; $4 from W C Hilliard for Sweethome Circuit. The collec- 
tion for 1910 amounted to $3,538, showing an increase of $444 for 1911.

DISTRICT conference JOURNAUS 
To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Your Committee on District Conference Journals, beg leave to make 
the following report: 

The Records were all before us. We have carefully inspected them, 
one by one. In the main they are all very well kept, and fully meet the 
requirements for which such records are made. In the judgment of vour 
committee there are some minor, and more or less, unimportant defects in 
all of them. And that our examination of them may result in increased 
painstaking care upon the part of the secretaries of our District Conference, 
in bringing these records to the highest possible degree of perfection, we 
offer some criticisms as well as commendations of them. 

The Arkadelphia District Record is above criticism as to the matter 
of its pages. The paragraphing, marginal index are correct and full. In 
most of the journals of this kind the number of the sessions forms the run- 
ning headline at the top of the pages, but the secretary, in this instance, 
uses instead, “1911.” While these numerals may, as a rule, be satisfac- 
tory in facilitating searching of the records, it is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that the number of that session of the Conference would have been 
better. The secretary also follows the rule of some of the Annual Confer- 
ence secretaries of recording all reports, resolutions etc.,, as an appendix. 
While no searcher of the records would likely be mislead by this arrange- 
ment of the proceedings of the Conference, at the same time, it is the 
opinion of your committee tha' it is a better and more satisfactory way to 
record the proceedings of a District Conference in the order in which these 
were had. 

The Record of the Little Rock District Conference is very well kept. 
About the only defect. to which we think well to call attention is that the 
secretary persists, from the second to the last session of the conference, in 
declaring that the minutes were “adopted” instead of saying properly that 
they were ‘ ‘approved. ’ ’ 

The Journal of the Prescott District Conference is, in most respects, 
a model. The record is terse but full enough, is well indexed, and every 
page shows the lack of haste, which we believe accounts for most of the de- 
fects of such records. The evidence is plain that the work was done by 
a painstaking and compel ent secretar v . 

Pine Bluff District Journal is well kept. The handwriting is neat 
and legible and the arrangement is proper. We have but one criticism, 
namely, the marginal index is not full enough. Indeed, it is too imper- 
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feet to be of much assitance to a searcher of the record. 

Monticello District is, in our judgment, guilty of many errors and 
defects. In the first place the enterprising and ingenious secretary made 
h’s record with a typewriter. He cut out a sufficient numUer of leaves 
from the record book and pasted to the stubs his typewritten proceedings 
of the District Conference. There is no doubt that he considered his work 
an improvement on that of his predecessors, and he is to be ommended 
for his efforts in that direction, but we fear that his labor is in vain, and 
that, as a record, his work will soon perish. We would prefer the old and 
usual method of writing the proc eedings of our District Conferences on 
the proper pages of the record book. 

Our secretary made no marginal index to his Journal; moreover we 
are accusing him of making too free use of abbreviations. As for instance 
he, at the head of each page wrote “Mont. Dist. Conf.” In his account 
of the passage of char^icter “the following preachers’ characters were 
passed, and licenses were renewed as shown after each name: R. Spann, 
L. K., c. p., C. A. Fuller, L. P., c. p., and L. r.’’ He also in speaking, 
as we surmise, of the Sunday School Institute, crowds the whole matter 
iaito “Dist. S. S. Inst.’’ 

He makes no intimation of the minutes of the session ever having 
been read. And so on. 

The Texarkana District Journal, with these exceptions, is a very neat 
and correct one. It has no headlines. The number of the session is not 
mentioned It is innocent of a marginal index. Clerical members of the 
Conference are refered to as “brother’’ or “Rev.’’ instead of using first 
name or initials. 

We commend the Camden District record as well kept aiid correct.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ORPHANAGE 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Your Committee on the Methodist Orphange respectfully report to 
you that we are very much gratified with the great work of the Board of 
Trustees and of our Methodist people in Arkansas. And we herewith sub- 
mit to you the following communication from the Methodist Orphanage 
Board of Trustees: 

Dear Brethren: 

The Trustees of the Methodist Orphanage submit their annual re- 
port rs follows: 

The past j ear has been one of varied sunshine and shadow for the 
Orphanage. We have had considerable serious sickness and one death — 
that of Little Roy Sutton who came to us from Dardanelle. We had 14 
cases of measles at one time, some of which were complicated pneumonia. 
At present the children are all well except three boys with chills who re- 
cently came into the home from Augusta. 

We received nine children during the year and placed nine in good 
homes, leaving 29 with us which is of course, the same number we had at 
the close of last year. 

We rejected 55 applications for children. In most of these applica- 
tions, it was evident that the applicants were seeking servants and we do 
not place children in families to be servants. We refused admission to 
the home of three children whose father is alive; three whose mother is 
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alive and making $ 30.00 per month in a laundry; two who are over age; 
one whose parents are both living, and five of one family where the father 
had been killed and the mother was in jail accused ol being accessory to 
the killing of the father. In all of these cases our sympathies were very 
much moved but they did not, in our judgment, come within the scope or 
object of our work. 

We have during the existence of the institution, placed 144 children 
in homes to be adopted as members of the families. 

Since our last annual report. Brother Thornburg has collected 
$4,701.88 toward the completion of the new building and furnishing the 
same, of which amount $675.00 was for furnishings. The total amount 
invested in the new home is $31,015.22, of which $600.00 .came from the 
sale of the old home. $21,515.22 was raised by Brother Thornburg and 
$3,500.00 remains unpaid as part of the purchase price of the grounds. 
We are assured that the value of the property far exceeds the amount in- 
vested. Those who have seen the new home for the first time are aston- 
ished at the beauty of the location and the magnitude of the building. The 
internal management has been very satisfactory. It is a well regulated 
home and a delightfully happy family. We know that God’s blessing has 
been and will continue to be on this work.

We believe that the business of the church should be performed by the

The circulation of God’s Word is by far the most important of all 
our evangelizing agencies, and to the American Bible Society we owe an 
immense debt of gratitude. Last year alone it issued some 3,231,722 vol- 
umes of the Scriptures in 112 languages and dialects. It is wise in its ad- 
ministration and liberal in its donations to needy disti;icts. For this 
agency, comprising the four states Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma and Ark- 
ansas it maintains a depository at Dallas, Texas, where 30,000 volumes of 
the Seriptures are in stock. Last year nearly this many Bibles were dis- 
tributed by the agency in 28 languages, and 43 colporteurs gave their time 
wholly to the work. One of these, Rev. WmSproule, a Southern Methodist, 
is working with much success in the bounds of our own Conference. 

The four states comprising this agency contributed to the American 
Bible Society last year $5,477,90, but this was considerably less than one- 
half of the appropriation — $14,400 00— made by the Society for this agency. 
Nothing reveals the extremity of our need more than the fact that nearly 
one-half the homes visited by the colporteurs were without a copy of the 
Bible. , ■ 

We wish to endorse heartily the work done by Mr. Morgan in this i 

territory. We recommend that all our pastors celebrate the three hun- r 

dredth anniversary of the King James Version, and call special attention 
to the commemoration of this event in Dallas, Texas, in October last, on 
which occasion one of our Bishops presided, and Governor Woodrow Wil- 
son delivered a notable address. 

A year ago the Little Rock Conference paid $597 to the American 
Bible Society. We regret that no assessment was made on the Conference 
this year, and recommend that $500 be assessed for this work the coming 
year to be prorated with the other claims

CONFERENCE TRUSTEES’ REPORT 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Dear Father and Brethren: — - We, the Board of Trustees of the M E 
Church,* South, and Custodian of the Endowment Fund for the Superan- 
nuates, respectfully suKmit the following for your consideration: 

Comparing the results of the last fiscal 3 *ear with those of preceding 
years, we have cause for gratitude and at least a degree of satisfaction, 
since the cash receipts for the past year are larger than an\* in the historj* 
of the fund. There has been gradual growth in our current collections for 
several years, end yet the past year was thirty per cent in advance of the 
preceding year. 

The first of April cur cash assets amounted to $183,293.57; total as- 
sets, $286,532.24. Disbursement of interest the foregoing year, $5,589. 
The amount to be disbursed the current year will be more than $6,500. 
Our investments are satisfactory*. We loan our funds at from 6 to 10 per 
cent per annum, as the rate varies in the different states; secured by first 
mortgage on improved real estate and never more than 40 per c^nt of the 
value of the property. We have never lost a dollar on a loan. 

We have availed ourselves of every opportunity possible for taking 
subscriptions from congregations and have added considerably to our list 
of contributors during the year. 

The board is most solicitous for both the spirit and fact of co-opera- 
tion within all of our Conferences. In a few of our Conferences the aim 
and method of procedure do not seem to be sufficiently definite to attain 
success. While we are free to concede the matter of the plan of procedure 
to each Conference, we cannot be too urgent in our request that every 
Conference be active in the employment of some w^ell defined method in 
building up the fund. As is well known, all save a few* of our Conferen- 
ces have laid an assessment for the fund, ard we are free to say that so far, 
this has proved to be much more effective than any other’ method hereto- 
fore employed. 

If any should object to making an assessment, saying that w*e do 
not want a new collection, we w*ould reply that this is not a new collection, 
but has been in existence since 1902. It is not more binding after making 
an assessment than it was before. It is simply a change of method by 
which the collection should be taken. Adopt your ow*n plan, but please 
take a collection yearly for this most worthy cause. 

We respectfully request all of our preachers to inform us of any 
persons from whom special donations, bequests or annuities might be se- 
cured for the fund.

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annuul Conference: 

Dear Brethren;— The Board of Control for the Superannuated Homes 
which was created by the authority of this Conference at its last annual 
session, beg leave to submit the following report: 

The board.metin carlled session at Camden, Ark., March 5th, 1911, 
and organized by the election of the following officers: President, J A 

Sage; Secretary, W C Hilliard; Treasurer, J W Harrell; and by the elec- 
tion of T D Scott, R W McKay f nd J D Hammons as members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. We submit herewith a copy of the Constitution which 
was adopted by the board at this meeting and ask that the same be publish- 
ed in the Minutes of this session of the Conference. 

The board met in regular annual session in Fordyce Nov. 17, 1911. 
All of the ofl&cers named above were re-elecfed for the ensuing year ex- 
cept that J A Henderson was elected to take the place of J D Hammons on 
the Executive Committee. 

This board invites correspondence and consultation with any indi- 
viduals or communities who may be considering the matter of establishing 
homes for our superannuates. 

We have in hand the matter of completing the payment for what is 
known as the “Riggin Home” and hope to be able to report something 
more definite concerning this enterprising at our next annual session.

Constitution of the Board of Control for Homes for Conference 

Claimants. 

Article One. Name. This body shall be known as the Board of 
Control for Homes for Conference Claimants of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

Article Two. Officers. The officers of this board shall be a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. They shall be elected an- 
nually at the regular meeting of The board and shall perform the duties or- 
dinarily required of such officers. 

Article Three. Executive Committee. The Executive Committee 
shall consist of the President and Secretary and three other members who 
shall be elected annually at the regular meeting of the board. They shall 
have full authority to act for the board in all matters which may arise in 
the interim of the regular meetings. 

Article Four. Meetings. The regular meetings of th^ board shall 
be held annually at some time designated by the President during session 
of the Little Rock Annual Conference. Special meetings may be called at 
any time by the President or by a majority of the Executive Committee. 

Article Five. Duties of the Board. It shall be the duty of this 
board to promote as fully as possible the work of securing desirable homes 
for our Conference Claimants and to have charge of all matters pertaining 
to the location, preservation, occupancy and disposal of such homes. They 
shall prescribe certain definite rules by which all matters pertaining to 
such homes shall be governed and shall report the same, together with 
this constitution, to the Annual Conference for its approval. 

Article Six. Amendments. This Constitution may be amended at 
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any regular meeting of the board by a majority of the members present: 
provided, that such amendments are approved by the Annual Conference. 

Article Seven. By-laws. The board may adopt such by-laws as it 
may judge neceSvSary fer the regulation of its proceedings.

Memoirs 



DR. H. R. WITHERS 

Harlston Reed Withers was born in Washington county, Florida, 
Jan. 22nd, 1835. The family came to Arkansas in 1848, settling near 
Dongview on the Saline river, where his father, John Withers, was a pio- 
nee*’ Methodist and local preacher. 

Harlston was brought into the church in childhood. He was given 
license to preach December 15th, 1850, not yet sixteen years of age, and 
was admitted on trial in the Arkansas Conference, which then included 
the whole state, in 1851. This ante-dates in time of admission on trial 
any other preacher in the Conference, now living. He was sent to White 
Oak circuit lying on both sides of the Saline from Mt. Elba to Pratt’s 
Ferry. He had already supplied the work some four months, and a great 
revival was in progress, due to the fervent and eloquent preaching of the 
beardless boy. The revival continued all the next year. A number of 
bovs were converted, several of whom became itinerant preachers and em- 
inently useful men. 

He was discontinued in 1852 and attended school a year and was ad- 
mitted a second time in 1853 with that remarkable class of which two, 
Pros. Caldwell and Scott, still survive. In 1853 he was sent to Pine Bluff 
circuit with L. A. Marshall, but was changed to Plum Bayou. He told the 
writer that he was paid $15.00 the first year on White Oak, $60.00 the 
second year and $30.00 on Plum Bayou. In 1854 he was sent to Ham- 
burg, in 1855 he was sent to Pine Bluff and in 1856 to Eittle Rock station, 
being twenty-one years of age. In 1857 he was stationed at Pine Bluff, in 
1858 at Princeton and in 1859 to Lake Village. 

In 1860 he located This was a mistake. The mistake was not 
wholly’ his. If those who were influential in the Conference and in the 
connection had been wise and true it might have been different. Withers 
was a born orator. He used to remind me of Bishop Marvin, in Mature, 
in pose, in voice, in mastery’ of English and in deep spiritual fervor com 
billed with lofty sweep of imagination. The people were charmed with 
his preaching; the more cultured w’ere especially captivated with preach- 
ing that it was worth while to hear. He was a prodigy. Without schol- 
arship he was more than peer of those who came from the colleges, and he 
was in easy touch with the people of every condition of life. Doubtless he 
had faults. His success provoked envy. He was sensitive and conscious 
of his superior abilities. He ought to have been managed, guided, con- 
trolled, kept in the harness and in the field to the great advantage of the 
Church. When a man drops out he can never regain his place. He went 
to the army, he studied and practiced law, became circuit judge, went into 
politics, rubbed up against the dirty world. He had a rough and stormy 
experience. Ten years were lost. He was a local preacher all the while 
and did some great preaching and was ever true as steel lo Methodism; but 
these were ten years lost out of his prime. God only knows how much it 
all meant. 

In 1870 he was re-admitted by the Arkansas Conference and sta- 
tioned at Ozark. In 1871 P. E. on the Van Buren district, in 1872 at 
Clarksville, 1873-4 supernumerary at Clarksville, 1876 at Roseville, super- 
numerary again at Altus in 1877. In 1879 he was superannuated. 

In 1881 he became effective and was transferred to Little Rock Con- 
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ference and stationed at Arkansas City, in 1882 at Hope, which he served 
two years which are remembered as red letter years in the history of that 
charge. In 1884 he was sent to Hot Springs, serving four years; in Ham- 
burg in 1888 for two years, in 1890 Liberty. In 1891 he w^as supernumer- 
ary and in 1892 was placed permanently on the superannuated list. 

Deafness had gradually fastened itself upon him. Before 1870 his 
hearing became very defective and every year the trouble increased until 
he was so much disqualified for pastoral work or for presiding in Confer- 
ences that he was granted either supernumerary or superannuated* relation 
for many years. By the use of ear trumpets and other artificial helps, he 
managed to get along while at Hope and Hot Springs, but absolute deaf- 
ness came at last with permanent superannuation, and with that sad iso- 
lation and sense of helplessness that crush the spirits of the deaf and aged. 

He had two daughters. Both married Methodist preachers, the one 
H. W. Brooks of the Memphis Conference, the other R. R. Moore of the 
Little Rock Conference. During his helpless age he made his home main- 
ly with one or the other and died at the home of H. W. Brooks, Paris, 
Tenn., June 11th, 1911. 

In 1870 Arkansas was wholly within the clutches of the whiskey dev- 
il. The politicians and office holders, large and small, w^ere nearly all un- 
der its control. The situation was alarming. When Dr. Withers became 
non-effective in 1873, without pastoral charge, he took up the fight with 
the saloon. He lectured throughout the state, aroused sentiment, edited a 
temperance periodical, called others into the field, and organized the 
forces for perpetual war.- His thrilling eloquence drew crowds to hear 
him, the drunken politicians were compelled to take notice. He demand- 
ed the attention of legislators and all men in office. His clarion call re- 
sounded through all our borders and through his influence there w^as the 
beginning of an ant^whiskey legislation that has gone on and is going on 
to the complete redemption of the State from the saloon curse. He large- 
ly initiated the fight. Many wished him success but few saw any ground 
for hope. He went into it, hope or no hope, sink or swim, live or die. He 
had a hard fight, received many blows, was scarred and maimed. His 
deafness becoming such that he could not hear his own voice, he passed 
the banner into other hands. The fight goes on without him, and must 
go bn to the finish. The Church must over-throw the saloon, or the sa- 
loon will over-throw the Church. He may be forgotten but the work 
abides. He was full of joy and hope at the end. He is asleep in Jesus.

REV. BARNETT WRIGHT 

During nearly four years as his Presiding Elder, I knew Rev. Bar- 
nett Wright. He was pre-eminently a student preacher. His reading 
was extensive and intensive. He read much and read for a purpose. His 
reading contributed to his sermonizing. His mind was keen, analytic, se- 
verely . logical, and yet he had a vivid, almost florid imagination. He 
studied great subjects, mastered them, and preached great sermons. He 
freely used what he gathered from reading, but the form and the expres- 
sion were his own, I have heard some of the greatest preachers of tlie 
age. Few could grip and hold me with the strength of thought as could 
Brother Wright. Although his subjects were profound and the treatment 
scholarly, he interested and charmed the unlearned as well as the learned. 
He had a keen sense of humor and was a master of sarcasm and invective, 
but used them sparingly. He was such a student that he might easily 
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have found excuse for neglect of pastoral duty, but he avoided no duty 
whether pleasant or irksome. He was a fine judge of men, and although 
his bold pulpit utterances seemed at times calculated to offend, his tact en- 
abled him to hold men even when they were wounded by his shafts. His 
indomitable energy caused him to push to completion every worthy enter- 
prise, hence he would bring up his collections in spite of adverse condi- 
tions. He was in demand. Charges served clamored for his return, and 
he was much sought for special occasions. Being a bachelor for nearly 
three years of our official relation, he took me often to his own room 
where we would discuss great themes. I learned to love him, trust his 
judgment, and admire his many noble qualities. I found him true, noble, 
magnanimous, courageous, a high spirited Christian gentleman and loyal 
friend and brother. 

The son of Hon. J. R. Wright, a leading planter of Hickman coun- 
ty, Ky., Rev. Barnett Wright was born nea* Fulton, Ky., September 14, 
1871. Converted October 6, 1886. Joined the church October, 1888. Li- 
censed to preach August 29, 1892. Graduated at Marvin College June, 
1894. Admitted on trial to the Memphis Conference, November 16, 1894. 
Appointed to Tiptonville Circuit, 1894 5, to Bolivar Station 1895 6. Trans- 
ferred to Bast Texas Conference and then to Louisiana Conference, 1897, 
and appointed to Vienna Circuit; Shreveport, 1898; one of the New Or- 
leans churches in 1899. Spent 1900 on a farm in Kentucky on account of 
poor health. Served Farmerville Circuit, Louisiana, two years, and Lake 
Providence, 1905-4. Transferred to Little Rock Conference December, 
1904, and stationed at Hawley Memorial, Pine Bluff, but was released 
from this charge and spent the most of the year ip evangelistic work. Ap- 
pointed to Des Arc, 1905; and to Lonoke 1906-7; England 1908-9; Lonoke 
1910, where he died January 31, 1911, aged thirty-nine years. In 1909, 
June 23, he was married to Miss Gussie Robinson, of Farmerville, La. His 
married life, though brief, was very happy. He had found a noble, cul- 
tured, helpful itinerant preacher’s wife. His health had been poor for 
years. Few, except his in'imate friends, knew how he suffered. They 
were not surprised at his premature break-down and early death. As his 
work had practically all been done in one corner of the Conference, he 
was not intimately known by many of his brethren. Those who knew 
him had learned to estimate him at his true worth and predicted a great 
career. He had been a strong camp meeting preacher and in his early 
ministry his efforts were chiefly evangelistic. Before he was thirty years 
old five hundred persons had been converted under his ministry. He was 
a successful temperance speaker, and always worked for prohibition when 
opportunity was afforded. We needed him. We shall miss him. Our 
love and s^^mpathy go out unstinted to his aged father and to his widowed 
bride.
